VOLUNTEER EMERGENCY SERVICE PROVIDER DEATH BENEFIT

volunteer emergency rescue technician as defined in section 147A.1 who is not covered as a
volunteer emergency services provider under chapter 97A, 97B, or 411, or a was not paid full-
time by the entity forwhich such serviceswere being performed at the time the incident giving
rise to the death occurred.
c. A reserve peace officer as defined in section 80D.1A.
